“Homo” milk 
debate heats 
up as family

MILK TURNS MEN GAY

A coalition of pro-family groups is 
suing the dairy industry over its 
refusal to include testosterone sup- 
plements in homo milk. 

B. I. (Bill) Thumper, the 
spokesman for and patriarch of the 
Alberta Foundation for Fornication- 
Free Families, told the National Post 
that the testosterone supplements 
are “desperately needed to protect 
our young men from a horrific fate.” 

“Tinky Winky was just the tip of 
the iceberg,” proclaimed Thumper. 
“We have long known that Bert and 
Ernie were living in sin. And as for 
the Smurfs, or Casey and Finnegan 
— well, the videotapes speak for 
themselves.” 

Members of the coalition were 
thrown out of the Stettler Public 
Library earlier this month for 
attempting to burn such provocative 
titles as Oliver Twist, Treasure 
Island, My Friend Flicka, and 
Charlie and the Chocolate Factory. 
The coalition is also opposed to 
Calvin Klein ads, boiled hot dogs, 
and young men’s choirs. “Those 
choirs . . . they’re like recruitment 
centres!” fumed Thumper. 

The milk lawsuit has already been 
overturned once and is now before 
the Alberta Court of Appeal. On 
Thursday, coalition supporters and 
members of the anti-feminist group 
UNREAL Women appeared before 
Justice John McClung in bonnets 
and crinolines in an attempt to boost 
their case. 

Sadly, one woman was sexually 
assaulted on her way home from the 
courthouse. According to National 
Post sources, McClung intends to 
acquit her assailant, a convicted 
serial rapist, on the grounds that the 
woman “‘showed too much ankle,” 
provoking her attacker to the point 
that he was “no longer criminally 
responsible for his manly urges.” 

In a related news conference, 
National Post owner Conrad Black 
announced that National Post sub- 
scriptions are still available for the 
fantastic price of only $6.00 per 
month.

CHRETIEN TO THE RESCUE 


Foreign Minister 
eats supper, enjoys 
dinner roll

Mila Slovoticz has just become. a 
man. The thirteen-year-old girl has 
broken free from the clutches of her 
mother’s arms and run towards: the 
rubble that once was the playground 
of her school. She will not be play- 
ing there anymore. 

Mila, like thousands of Kosovar 
refugees, has painfully left behind 
the places of her childhood to seek a 
new life in Macedonia. While coura- 
geous NATO forces bombard her 
beloved Kosovos in the name of 
human rights and freedom, Milo 
asks. a silent question to her 
unknowing heroes: 

“Who can a young girl depend on 
for defense against a destructive, 
intolerant force breaking up her 
homeland and dividing her people 
by ethnicity?” The answer is simple: 
the Canadian government. 

Prime Minister Jean Chretien made 
the final decision to send Canadian 
military personnel to join NATO’s 
air strike forces after a lengthy dis- 
cussion with American President 
Bill Clinton and two advisors with 
brass knuckles. 

Mr. Chretien said that he is proud 
of the role Canada is playing in the

Klein reveals 


plan to move 


Edmonton to Calgary 


Parkland Institute 
will be left behind

Surrounded by a bevy of contestants 
vying for the Miss Big-Hair Alberta 
crown, Alberta Premier Ralph Klein 
held an impromptu press conference 
in the lobby of the Legislative build- 
ing and announced his new plan to 
move the city of Edmonton to 


Calgary. 
When an Edmonton-based reporter 
suggested some Edmontonians 


might not appreciate the. move, 
Klein responded: “This is in the best 
interest of all Albertans: in Calgary, 
we’ll only be an hour away from the 
mountains — and we have things in 
the works to improve that, too.” 
Klein then conceded that if 
Edmontonians do not support the 
move, they can start a petition. If 3- 
million verified signatures are gath- 
ered, Klein said, then a non-binding 
referendum will be held. However, 
after being pressured to explain 
what he meant by ‘non-binding, 
Klein admitted that due to the 
implementation of his party’s redis- 
tricting policy designed to give rural 
constituents greater say in the 
Legislature, the ultimate power of 
decision now rests with a single 
farmer, Merv Ostachuk of Rocky 


Mountain House. Mr. Ostachuk, 
who is wintering in Palm Springs, 
could not be reached for comment. 

“But I don’t see why anyone would 
not support the move, anyway,” 
Klein said, as Miss Big-Hair 
Mayerthorpe, Gerri Mandering, 
probed his ear with her tongue. “As 
long as people keep throwing 
money into VLTs, our gambling rev- 
enues can easily pay for anything 
we want to do.” 

Klein added that not all of 
Edmonton will be moved South 
anyway. “West Edmonton Mall, the 
Parkland Institute, and members of 
Edmonton’s gay community will be 
left behind,” he said. “We’ll leave 
the mall because we don’t ever want 
to touch it again — not that we ever 
did touch it, as the report I commis- 
sioned and presented myself proved 
— and we'll leave the Parkland 
Institute because they’re a bunch of 
losers that nobody cares about. As 
for members of Edmonton’s gay 
community, I have no comment.” 

‘Td like to handle members of 
Edmonton’s gay community,” 
Alberta Treasurer Stockwell Day 
said, roller-blading into the lobby. 
“We just don’t think it’s natural for 
gays to live in the new 
SuperCalgary; besides, we feel that 
the Mall, especially Fantasyland, 
will provide a good environment for 
them to start their own little society 
after we’ ve left.”

Martin still dogged by “lying” tapes 


“LIARS” OR “LIGHTER?”

OTTAWA ° The office of the federal 
Finance Minister is still in an uproar 
over a taped conversation in which 
Paul Martin allegedly described 
leaders of Canada’s banking indus- 
try as “liars.” 

The hotly disputed tapes came to 
attention in a book by Toronto Star 
reporter Les Whittington, who asked 
Mr. Martin about the intentions of 
Canadian bankers who want to 
merge the country’s chartered 
banks. Mr. Martin is quoted in 
Whittington’s book as saying, “I 


mean, they all [Canadian bankers] 
— whatthe hell, most of these guys 
— they’te all liars, you know.” 

Aides to the Finance Minister hold 
that Mr. Martin has been “grievous- 
ly misrepresented,” adding that the 
sound quality of the tapes “leaves a 
lot to be desired. You can pretty well 
interpret anything you want into 
those tapes.” 

Scott Reid, an aide to Mr. Martin, 
emphasized that the placement of 
recording equipment in the office 
during the interview is critical in 
determining the veracity of the 
tapes. “They put the recorders on the 
coffee table here, in front of the 
couch,” said Mr. Reid, “but Paul, 
ever since the operation, he likes a 
firmer chair. Doesn’t hurt him at all, 
and he says that, in a chair, he never 


gets flare-ups.” 

Mr. Reid said that the Finance 
Minister opted to sit on a swivel 
chair away from the coffee table. 
“The tape recorders were a mile 
away, so anything Paulie said, well, 
I work with the guy and I don’t 
understand what he’s saying half the 
time.” 

Other participants at the interview 
say that recorders were three or four 
feet away from Mr. Martin’s lips. 

Mr. Reid was adamant that the 
tapes ultimately have Mr. Martin 
referring to Canadian bankers as 
“rivals,” not “liars.” 

Billy Hicks, co-partner at Slim Dog 
Productions, which specializes in 
digital audio equipment, examined 
the tapes in his Ottawa studio, and 
argued for a different interpretation. 


“Now we’ve slowed the tapes down 
200% from the original,” said Mr. 
Hicks. “At that speed you get com- 
plete vowel and consonant differen- 
tiation, and we think Martin’s say- 
ing ‘these guys are lighter, you 
know.’” 

Mr. Hicks’ interpretation has a 
number of advocates, most notably 
Danica Scheransky, a Carleton 
University student who works as an 
intern for the Finance Minister. 

Ms. Scheransky indicated that the 
tapes are directly related to Mr. 
Martin’s concern about his intern’s 
recent weight gain. “You put ‘on 
twenty pounds, and it’s slower to do 
the things you used to able to do 
quick,” said Ms. Scheransky. “Paul 
likes his interns, not skinny, no, but, 
like, trim. So he buys us these low- 
fat eclairs all the time. Some bakery 
near Lansdowne Park makes ‘em at 
60 calories each.”

PORTRAIT OF A PRAIRIE 


Reform’s Garry 
Blitzkrieg: Canada’s 
Gunslinger

REGINA ° Ernie Paskowich adjusts 
his Cargill elevator cap and steps 
lightly around a slough on his farm 
near Ebenezer, Saskatchewan. He 
points to a dilapidated building on 
the southern horizon. “That old 
shack’s where I went to school,” 
Paskowich reminisces, “where I met 
Garry Blitzkrieg.” 

Paskowich’s story is common in 
this part of the province, where 
everyone has a tale or two about the 
current Member of Parliament for 
Yorkton-Melville. 

Garry Blitzkrieg has represented 
this southeast’ Saskatchewan riding 
since 1993, when he and the original 
group of Reform Party MPs was 
elected to Ottawa. Blitzkrieg has 
fashioned himself as the leader of 
Reform’s right-wing, vigorously 
arguing against government legisla- 
tion on gun control, and attacking 
moderate Reformers who seek to 
form a United Alternative party with 
the country’s Progressive 
Conservatives. 

Yet to many in the Yorkton- 
Melville region, Blitzkrieg is still 
just a hometown boy who barely 
made it through school. 

Gloria Shitsley, a social worker at 
the Broadway Street Halfway House 
in Yorkton, cannot reconcile today’s 
right-wing Reform MP with the 


bashful boy she knew in elementary 
school. 

“Garry sat at the front in that one- 
room school, Windsor School 
District #265,” Shitsley reflects. 
“under the portrait of King George 
VI. I guess from an early age Garry 
felt that everyone, including God 
and King, was watching him. That’s 
when he started packing an air gun 
to school. He just thought people 
were out to get him.” 

Emil Ganz, one of Blitzkrieg’s 
farm neighbors, played baseball 
with him on the Windsor School 
team. Ganz is amazed at his former 
teammate’s success. 

“Sure, Garry had a thing about 
guns. He’d only let his rifle go when 
he was up to bat. Poor guy didn’t 
ever want to get too far away from 
his Winchester. So we’d lob balls to 
him, high and outside, just to walk 
him, ‘cause he kept the gun in a sack 
along the first-base line. 

Now that I think about it,” Ganz 
says, “Garry used to swing from the 
left, if you know what I mean.” 

Former classmates from the 
University of Saskatchewan, where 
Blitzkrieg got through a bachelor 
degree in education, fondly remem- 
ber the enigmatic man who became 
MP. 

Elspeth Ross-Kubler, a palliative 
care nurse at Royal University 
Hospital in Saskatoon, recalls the 
MP as a young man in a biology 
class. “My friends and I would 
sometimes be lab partners with 
Garry. 

We’d tease him so, because we 
knew he couldn’t take it. We’d ask 
him, ‘Is that a gun in your pocket, or 
are you just glad to see us?’” 

“Trouble with Garry was, that was

a gun in his pocket.” 

Walter Sonnenberg, Blitzkrieg’s 
former university roommate, thinks 
that the media has put too much 
emphasis on the MP’s -history with 
firearms. He thinks that Blitzkrieg 
has a softer side, although it may be 
difficult to get close to the man. 

“T.don’t know,” says Sonnenberg, 
“if it’s him or just the way he was 
raised. But it was hard to get near 
him. I mean, and I say this with all: 
due respect, but he never thought 
about buying deodorant or anything. 
It made living difficult at times, 
especially during those prairie sum- 
mers.’ 

Art Shymko firmly agrees. The 
owner of Korn Automotives in 
Yorkton, Shymko sold Blitzkrieg his 
first car, a 1967 Dodge Coronet. 
“That was one helluva test drive,” 
says Shymko. “We were airing out 
that car for a full week afterwards.” 

People throughout the Yorkton- 
Melville region, however, are proud 
of their MP and happy to have some 
national attention. Monte Solberg, 
Reform MP for Medicine Hat and 
Blitzkrieg’s desk-mate in the House 
of Commons, thinks the people of 
Yorkton-Melville are lucky. 

“With MPs away from their ridings 
a good 200 days out of the year, peo 
ple in Yorkton can live with quite a 
lot of fresh air.” 

“But seriously,” says Solberg, 
“Garry’s a great MP and a decent, 
principled man. We Reformers think 
of him as the protector of the con- 
servative part of the political sp¢¢- 
trum. But, and this is just between 
you and me, I think the House of 
Commons needs a little more Right 
Guard.”

West Edmonton Mall will soon 
become a protected area under 
Alberta’s Special. Places program, 
the National Joke has learned. 

The move is intended to bring the 
West Edmonton Mall financing fias- 
co to a close and appease environ- 
mentalists who have long favoured 
the expansion of the Special Places 
program. However, Alberta 
Environment Minister Ty Lund says 
that the mall. will have to make a 
few changes for it to become eligi- 
ble for protected status. 

“This is a perfect example of 
wilderness and industry working 
together,” said Lund. “As soon as 
they slap some ads on those dol- 
phins, cut down the mall trees, and 
dump toxic waste in the water sys- 
tem, the site will fit right in with our 
other nature preserves.” 

Mall officials were only too happy 
to comply. “If toxic waste doesn’t 
take care of our cockroach problem, 


nothing will,” commented plumbing 
coordinator Ivana P. Nyss. 

Lund explained that schoolchildren 
could take geology field trips to the 
mall parking lot to examine the var- 
ious pebbles and seagull specimens. 
When asked about the possible haz- 
ards of used condoms, needles, and 
broken glass, Lund blamed single 
mothers on welfare for “polluting 
the ecosystem.” 

“We plan to issue hunting licences 
for the McDonalds and Wal-Mart 
regions. That ought to thin out their 
ranks and make the area a whole lot 
nicer for everybody.” 

Giggling mall rats were hip to the 
proposed changes. “Like, I think the 
mall is, like, special, like, too!” 
gushed Tyffani-Bunni Olafson, 14, 
while popping out of her crop top. 
Reporters from the National Joke 
were most impressed. 

Other natural sites currently under 
evaluation in Edmonton include 
Churchill Square and the Clover Bar 
landfill. But Lund criticized 
Edmonton City Council for not 
opening the River Valley up to 
forestry and oil development. 

Edmonton Mayor Bill Smith was 
only too happy to rectify that situa- 
tion. “I drove my Jeep Cherokee 
through the ravine to get to work 
this morning!” he beamed. “By 
golly, I'll blow up buildings myself, 
it that’s what it takes!”

have often 


accused Lund of being in the indus- 
try’s pocket, but Lund vehemently 
denies taking bribes from any one 
company. While drinking from a 
Weyerhauser coffee mug, Lund stat- 
ed that the Special Places were for 
“the benefit of all industries, equal- 
ly, 

Oil and gas executives cringed at 
this announcement. One executive, 
speaking to the National Joke on 
condition of anonymity, had little 
praise for Lund. “These guys are 
making even Exxon look good,” 
said M. T. Hedd. “Why can’t we go 
back to the good old days, when the 
government would mind its own 
business and leave the environmen- 
tal destruction to us?” 

Meanwhile, the Alberta 
Government has announced that the 
next 10 Special Places will be cho- 
sen by children. “I declared my 
house a Special Place,” said Ralph 
Wiggum. Wildlife groups opposed 
this decision for obvious reasons. 

As expected, environmentalists 
reacted poorly to the West 
Edmonton Mall announcement — 
so poorly, in fact, that the Support 
Network has opened a special 
Distress Line for the legions of so- 
called “granola poppers.”

Every morning, young Lester 
watson feels the pain, As the sun 


(} breaks the eastern horizon over 
| Lester’s 


parent’s home in 
Burlington, Ontario, Lester rises and 
trudges to the bathroom to apply the 
first of three daily doses of ointment 
to his jock-itch ravaged groin. 

“There’s no time of the day when it 
itches more than any other, it’s just 
itchy all day long,” said young 
Lester, clutching his inflamed geni- 
talia. 

As if the trauma of jock-itch 
weren’t enough, young Lester now 
finds himself in the middle of a 
national maelstrom. Little Lester is 
just one of thousands of young 
Canadian children who suffers from 
jock-itch. Many health officials 
across the country are blaming the 
problem on under-funding for com- 
munity league sports teams, which 
forces the young players on these 


teams to share equipment. 

On some community hockey 
teams, many youngsters have to 
exchange equipment on the bench 
after each shift. 

“Yeah, we made a lot of cutbacks,” 
said Ebbie Fry, Lester’s peewee [C2 
hockey coach. “This year we’re only 
givin’ helmets to guys. with, really 
sensitive heads — but, ya know, I 
never wore no helmet when I 
played, and it never hurt me none.” 
All eighteen members of Lester’s 
team have contracted the wretched 
blight. 

“Tt’s a sad sight to see, I tell ya, to 
see’m all inna dressing room, 
scrapin’ away,” Mr. Fry said. 
Florence Meadowlark, a Canada 
Health official, said that it’s more 
than sad — “it a national health cri- 
sis, and we have no one to blame but 
the Feds — what are the Liberals 
doing to help poor little Lester? 
Nothing! It makes me rethink why I 
live in this country. I have friends in 
Algeria, maybe I'll move there.” 
Prime Minister Jean Chretien 
addressed young Lester’s problem 
yesterday in the House of 
Commons. “When I grow up in 


Chicoutimi, I had the itch for nine 
years. It is a terrible thing, I know. 
But what can you do? I rub with the 
cream and with the soap, but still 
nothing happen. I rub like crazy 
every day, but I am Canadian and I 
rub and now I don’t have the itch so 
much.” 

Reform Leader Preston Manning’s 
response was swift, though befud- 
dled. Manning was in Hong Kong 
advising foreign investors not to 
spend a dime in Canada until he 
himself becomes.

“Does Mr. Chretien, think he can 
get away with ignoring the Lester 
Watsons of Canada? These poor 
young Canadians need relief. If I 
could, I'd apply the ointment to 
Lester myself . . . well, I mean, I 
would just be there . . . well, you 
know what I mean . . . I hope,” Mr. 
Manning said. 

Quebec Premier Lucien Bouchard 
said, “this Lester Watson case is just 
one more example to show that 
Anglophones are dirty, filthy peo- 
ple.” 

And while the politicians launch 
salvos. at one another, little Lester 
and his teammates continue to claw 
themselves, hoping relief will come 
from somewhere . . . anywhere.

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T, MISTER. Film and television 
actor Mr.T died earlier this week 
after falling into a public toilet. 
Famous for his role on the TV series 
The A-Team, the former star, whose 
real name was Lawrence Taureaud, 
was found yesterday, drowned in the 
washroom of an East Los Angeles 
Kenny Rogers’ Roasters. 
Preliminary police reports state that 
the 46-year-old drowned while he 
was throwing up chicken fingers 
and vodka. It is believed that after 
finishing his “Value Meal,” he made 
his way to the rest-room to vomit, 
where “numerous rusted bicycle 
chains, strings of aluminum can tabs 
and an old fan belt weighted down 
his head, forcing it into the bowl.” 

The second-youngest child of 
twelve, Taureaud was born in 1952 
in a Chicago ghetto. A high school 
athletic star, and later a film and tel- 
evision actor best known for his 
roles in Rocky 3 and The A-Team, 
his career was booming until the late 
*80s when his own show, T’n’T, was 
cancelled. Much of the next decade 
was spent doing guest appearances 
on sitcoms and drinking heavily. 

A self-proclaimed member of the 
A.A.-Team, he began to lose his 
mind in a hard-liquor-induced haze 
in the mid ‘90s. He was arrested in 
1995 after trashing a Planet 
Hollywood, screaming “Bring out 
that cracker Balboa! Clubber wants 
a re-match.” According to his 
parole officer, after pawning most of 
his trademark gold jewelry, 
Taureaud began to wander the 
streets wearing candy necklaces, 
and eventually whatever miscella- 
neous pieces of scrap metal he could 
put around his neck. According to 
sources at the 4th Street homeless 
shelter, the disheveled former star 
spent his final days trying to pimp 
himself, harassing passers by with 
the repeated phrase “I pity the fool 
who doesn’t make me his bitch” and 
calling himself “Bargain Ass 
Baracus.” 

Former television star Gary 
Coleman said about his friend, “Mr. 
T was a great man and will be sore- 
ly missed. However, I’m available 
for film, TV, or infomercials.”

BOB HOPE \ 


KING OF CRAPPY HUMOUR 


Bob Hope, the holder of the 
world’s longest running contract 
with a single network, and 
Guiness Book of Records’ Most 
Honored Entertainer, died yester- 
day morning at the age of 95. He 
leaves to mourn his wife, Dolores, 
as well as hundreds of children 
and grandchildren. 

Touted as America’s favorite 
Bob, and the world’s least funny 
actor, Bob Hope has bored sol- 
diers around the world for more 
than 70 years, acting in stupid 
movies such as “The Singing Idiot 
Sailor and Friends” and “Bitch: 
My Whore Wife.” His career 
began before radio was popular, 
and peaked in 1938 with “The Big 
Broadcast of 1938,” a soap com- 
mercial advocating the oppression 
of all non-anglo-saxon races, that 
ran before “The Wizard of Oz.” 

Hope has appeared during war 
and peace to entertain soldiers, 
most of whom just endured him 
until the dancing girls came on. 
Said 115-year-old Fred 
Attenbrock, veteran of the Boer 
War in south Africa, “I can’t 
believe they let him go on for as 
long as they did. He was boring 
then, and he’s boring now.” 

“Sometimes, I wondered why 
they bothered with Hope at all, 
actually...He was. like. saltpeter;

after Bob’s routine, most of us felt 
like we had nothing to offer wom- 
ankind, anyway.” 

Hope will be remembered for his 
endurance. Seventy years is a long 
time to milk such low calibre 
material, according to him. He 
once said to a Burbank, California 
audience at the Johnny Carson 
Show: “Tf it weren’t for the fact 
that I’m a fucking relic, there’d be 
no reason to remember me at all. 
It’s kinda like when you’re the 
oldest car on the block; it doesn’t 
matter if you were a piece of shit 
when you came out, you’re still an 
oddity that gets attention just 
because of its age.” Hope’s doc- 
tors later explained that he was 
having a stroke at the time, and 
really didn’t know what he was 
talking about. 

Struggling through alcoholism, 
drug addiction, and police raids 
on his homes, Hope never gave up 
the fight he began the day he was 
born. “I was born a boring old 
man,” he said to Time magazine 
in 1978. “It’s just taken me the last 
fifty-some years to fit the part.” 

Hope has more than two thou- 
sand awards and citations for 
humanitarian and_ professional 
efforts, including 54 honorary 
doctorates, none of which were in 
drama. As an actor, he will be for- 
gotten, but as a golfer and boring 
person, his name will go down in 
history.

increased variety of pornography 
has increased demand by reaching 
out to customers who can now satis- 
fy their fetishes. He claims that the 
big rise has been in anal movies, 
with fatties and oldies not far 
behind.

We're really excited about being able to offer this aid to students, making the many 
potential volunteer opportunities more readily accessible, and we think this service will 
be a valuable addition to the other terrific services the Students’ Union offers. 


I's hard to believe that almost an entire year has passed by so quickly but, as the 
term draws fo a close, it's time to reflect on what's been accomplished this year 
and share the many advances that we've been able fo make. Christian Idicula, 

the Academic Affairs Coordinator, and | have had an incredible year working on- 
academic issues that affect students and attending the many committee and 
individual meetings that are necessary fo introduce changes at the University. We 
believe that a lot of progress has been made both in improving the communication 
between the Students’ Union and various University groups, and in advancing 
students’ academic interests over this past year. 


Enhancement of Teaching 


One of the major issues that we worked on was to assist with the improvement and 
recognition of teaching quality. Along with other faculty and administrative members 

of the University community, we examined, piloted and selected ten new questions that 
have been proposed to replace the current seven Universal Student Ratings of Instruction 
questions. As well, | collecled and compiled innovative methods of enhancing instruction 


from professors and administrators across campus; that information will be published in 


the University Teaching Services newsletter and distributed to all instructors so that they 
may adopt methods that might work well for them. 


In an effort to assist instructors, we encouraged University Teaching Services to offer a 
course fo instructors on how to construct and utilize a coursepack. We also felt it was 
very important fo acknowledge the many instructors who are striving to offer the highes! 
possible quality of instruction to their students. To achieve this goal, we introduced the 
Students’ Union Honour Roll which recognizes members of the campus community who 
make an extra effort to enhance student service, and the Coursepack of the Year Award 
which rewards instructors who have developed coursepacks that are an invaluable 
addition to the course. 


Technology and Learning Resources 


Another major issue for us was the integration of technology on the campus and in the 
classroom. Christian and | compiled, analysed and presented the data that was 
gathered from last year's Student Technology Survey, and used that information to 


_ advise university officials on the access that students currently have to technology and 

_ the resources and services students require to assist in their studies. We also implemented

McGwire 
traded to 
Edmonton 


Suits up as Oilers 
starting goaltender 
against Calgary

EDMONTON « Mark McGwire, 
who last year hit a record 70 home 
runs in one season, has decided to 
leave the MLB’s St. Louis Cardinals 
for Edmonton. But it isn’t the PCL’s 
Trappers he will join, rather, it will 
be the Edmonton Oilers of the NHL. 

As the Oilers’ goaltending woes 
continue, President and General 
Manager Glen Sather has been 
searching endlessly for someone to 
step it up between the pipes. After 
his search of every professional 
hockey league on the planet proved 
futile, Sather decided to try his hand 
at acquiring the home run king to 
add some life to his pathetic line-up. 

McGwire will leave the Cards and 
join the Oilers in Edmonton for their 
game against the Calgary Flames on 
Friday night. Big Mac reportedly 
signed for a whopping $5.8 million 
dollars and a lifetime supply of cre- 
atine and androstenedione. 

“IT am so excited to go to 
Edmonton,” McGwire said. “I 
couldn’t imagine when Sather 
agreed to the lifetime supply of 
andro.

Oilers forward Rem Murray, who 
hails from a small Ontario town, and 
has played practically every single 
role for the Oilers this season, 
seemed kind of down when 
reporters approached him. 

“T can’t understand why they didn’t 
ask me to try. I could do it, you 
know. I at least deserved the chance. 
I’ve done everything for them this 
year... why didn’t they ask me?”
